16.—Inquiry into 
the financial affairs of County Clerk 
Howard L. Bull, by his bondsmen and 
others 
hav ing business 
connections 
with him, has rev ealed that his indebt­ 
edness is at lea st double what was sus- i 
pected 
when 
the 
first 
information 
touching his embarrassment w'as giv en 
out. 
Tt has been ascertained that in 
addition to the $7,300 which he owes 
certain funds in his office, and which 
he admits he has not the money to 
pay, he has outstanding promissory 
notes aggregating $8.300, and he also 
owes sev eral hundred dollars besides. 
It is thought his indebtedness exceeds 
$16,000, and it is said that his a ssets 
will 
not 
cov er 
one-third 
of 
that 
amount. 
Confined to his home by illness and 
closely guarded against intrusion by 
his family, Mr. Bull has made no de­ 
tailed statement regarding the entan­ 
glement in his business affairs. 
Tt is said, howev er, that he bitterly 
reproaches himself for inv olv ing his 
bondsmen and the friends who are 
his indorsers on promissory notes, and 
that he has asserted that he will nev er 
return to the clerk’s office, although 
bis term does not end for sev en weeks. 
He seems to regard his business af­ 
fairs as h o p e l e s s l y wrecked. and to 
lack courage to try to extricate him­ 
self. 
He says he cannot bring himself 
to face those whom he has misled. His 
mental condition is reported some­ 
what improv ed, howev er, since he has 
been kept in absolute quiet, and hi* 
physician asserts that he will be able 
to come downtown within a day or 
two.

READJUSTMENT 
PROCESS 


W idespread Currency Scarcity Has 
Led to a General C u rtailm en t of 
In d ustrial Operations. 


Situation 
In the 
L ar^ e Financial 
M arket« Is Umjuestionahly 
More Cheerful. 


New York, Nov. 16.—Bradstreet’a 
weekly review of trade today says: 
Trade as a w'hole is quieter, and in­ 
dustrial operations are being curtailed 
in accord with the readjustment pro­ 
cess forced by the prevailing mone­ 
tary stringency and the spread of the 
acute currency scarcity to the coun­ 
try at large. 
Evidences of this are 
found in the restriction of wholesale 
buying for future delivery, in the con­ 
finement of jobbing trade to purely 
filling-in proportions, and in the cur­ 
tailment. of retail buying by the neces­ 
sary 
employment 
of 
credit 
instru­ 
ments. 
In manufacturing lines there 
is apparently a determination to fill 
orders only as they are received and 
indisposition to accumulate stocks, the 
result here being a slowing down of 
operations pending the settlement of 
affairs upon a substantial basis. This 
industrial quieting is also in no small 
degree due to the fact that manufac­ 
turers unable or unwilling to ask their 
employes to take pay in credit instru­ 
ments, chose rather to reduce produc­ 
tion to a point where operations can 
be conducted free from dispute as to 
the methods of payment employed. 
There are, however, some favorable 
elements which point to the rehabilita­ 
tion 
process 
being 
well 
underway. 
There is in the first place an absence 
of anything like precipitate action in 
the business community, the first flur­ 
ry of financial unsettlement has ap­ 
peared without much of the disorgani­ 
zation witnessed in other years, and 
there has succeeded a steady deter­ 
mination to make the best of a situa­ 
tion which by many is regarded as but 
temporary and not of a lasting depres­ 
sing kind.

is W hat Her Lawy ers Will 


tempt to Prov e to Jury . 
Washington. Nov. 16.—That the de- 
j fense of Mrs. Annie M. Bradley, on 
trial in criminal court No. 1 on the 
charge of murdering former United 
States Senator Arthur Brown of Utah, 
would be insanity, was made evident 
beyond question by the preliminary 
statement made to the court by her 
attorney, Mr. Hoover, who, in his pre­ 
liminary outline for the defense, de- 
; tailed the principal events of Mrs. 
Bradley’s life and entered minutely 
into the circumstances of her intimacy 
with Mr. Brown, saying that it would 
be proved that she was completely un­ 
der his domination, and forecasting 
testimony which would be adduced to 
show that she was mentally irrespon­ 
sible when she fired the fatal shot. He 
also said that it would be shown that 
Mr. Brown had performed more than 
one criminal act on her with his own 
hands and that he had presented her 
with the pistol with which she killed 
him, telling her that she should use it 
on his wife if she gave her trouble. 
According to Mr. Hoover’s statement 
it will be shown that there is a taint 
of insanity in Mrs. Bradley’s family. 
The 
testimony 
presented 
by 
the 
prosecution was all intended to show 
premeditation on the part of Mrs. 
Bradley in killing Senator Brown. 
It 
was stated that she had told members 
of the police force in this city imme­ 
diately after her arrest that she had 
not acted on any sudden impulse, and 
one witness from Salt Lake city was 
introduced to testify to the circum­ 
stance that she had told him some 
six months before the tragedy that 
she intended to kill Mr. Brown if he 
did not legitimatize her children by 
marrying her. 
Another witness from 
that city told of two efforts by Mrs. 
Bradley to invade Mr. Brown’s house 
supposedly with hostile intent. 
It is 
understood that the state will stub­ 
bornly antagonize Mrs. Bradley s plea 
of insanity. 


f.ouis v i!le Streetcars Are Running Few 


and Far Between. 
Louisville, Kv.. Nov. 16.—For the 
second time in seven months. Louis­ 
ville is suffering from 
a streetcar 
strike, the 850 union employes of the 
Louisville Railroad company having 
walked out yesterday morning. 
The 
first day of the strike, however, was 
not marked by anything approaching 
the disorder that attended the strike 
last April, and when the partial serv­ 
ice furnished during the day was dis­ 
continued at nightfall only twenty ar­ 
rests had been made, virtually all of 
them for “disorderly conduct.” which 
charge covered mainly the throwing 
of an occasional brick or jeering at the 
non-union men. 
The company operates, on a normal 
basis, between 600 and 700 cars, 
it 
was announced by the officials that 
when service was suspended last even­ 
ing they had forty cars running. Only 
about a dozen cars were run during 
the morning and only a few passen­ 
gers wrere carried during the day. The 
service was suspended at nightfall in 
order to give the police a rest, the en­ 
tire force having been on duty for over 
twenty-four hours. 
Five hundred strike-breakers arriv­ 
ed during the day from Chicago and 
Indianapolis, and 200 more are expect­ 
ed today. 
Adding to these 200 non­ 
union employes who did not go out, 
the company officials claim they will 
tomorrow have about a full force and 
will give practically a normal service. 
The strikers claim to have won over 
a number of non-union men during the 
day. 
All talk of mediation or concilia­ 
tion has been abandoned and the af­ 
fair is regarded as a finish fight by the i 
public as well as by the strikers and 
company officials.

Men Who Are Ab le to Swin d le the in ­ 
sura n ce Co mp an ies. 
“Acciden t in suran ce compan ies are 
vary suspicious of all acciden ts in volv­ 
in g in jury to the kn ee, for it is ou bis 
kn ee that the acciden t fakir main ly 
relies.” 
The speaker, a surgeon , frown ed an d 
wstit on : 
“There are men who make a livin g 
n ut of fake acciden ts. 
They travel 
from city to city; they in sure in every 
compan y that issues acciden t policies; 
than , with a fake in jury, they proceed 
to collect dues. 
“An acciden t fakir—for so we call 
these men —has usually a kn ee that he 
can slip out at will. 
He purposely 
stumbles 'over an open trap or some 
hard, sharp obstacle, puts his kn ee out 
deftly, raises a big holler so as to se­ 
cure s lot of witn esses an d then hob­ 
bles home. 
“He doesn ’t 
n otify 
his 
in suran ce 
compan ies till the n ext day. 
By then 
hia kn ee is so swollen that an accurate 
examin ation of it is impossible. 
We 
can n ot tell w hether it is on e of those 
fake, self slippin g kn ees or n ot. 
So 
we pay the man his mon ey, an d he 
seeks n ew pastures. 
“There was on e man —he is in jail 
n ow”—who in n in e years collected over 
$11,000 in acciden t policies with the 
help of a kn ee that he could slip out 
as easily as I slip u\y han d out of tuy 
glove.*’—New Orlean s Times-Democrat.

the two rem aining backs. 
Altogether, 
with the qu a rte r behind ceu ter. the 
formation takes the appearance of the 
capital letter **E.” T he strongest plays 
are those ju st ou tside of tackle, bu t 
at the sam e time the arrang em ent of 
men m akes possible a strong attack 
011 any spot in the line. 
A slow re­ 
volving mass play u i>on tackle is the 
one play th at has been tried, and in 
this play a forw ard generally carries 
the ball. 
A short diagonal forw ard pass is 
u sed occasionally 
with

pu rpose of keeping the opponents' de­

scattered.

fangled plays and especially onslde 
kicks, with the qu a rte r kicking either 
to the left of right, can be worked 
from this formation better th an from 
any other arrangem ent yet seen.

Uoa! was first mined in the Rich­ 
mond basin, Virginia, abou t seventy 
years after F ath er Hennepin’s discov­ 
ery iu Illinois, bu t the fir t records of 
produ ction from 
the Virginia 
mines 
were for the year 18””. when, accord­ 
ing to one au thority. 54,WO tons were 
mined. 
Ohio probably ranks second in prior­ 
ity of produ ction, as coal was discov­ 
ered there in 1755. bu t the records of 
produ ction date back only to 1838. 
The mining of anthracite in Pennsyl­ 
vania began abou t 17U0, and it is said 
th at fifty-five tons were shipped to Co­ 
lu mbia. Pa., in 1807. 
Reports of the 
anthracite coal trade are u su ally begu n 
with the year 1820, when S63 tons, one 
for each day of the year, were shipped 
to Philadelphia from the Lehigh re­ 
gion. 
Before this, however, in 1814, a 
shipm ent of tw enty-tw o tons was m ade 
from Carbondale. also to Philadelphia. 
It is probable that tlie actu al produ c­ 
tion prior to 1820 was between 2,500 
and 3,000 tons.—W ashington Star.

A movement has been started in New 
York for the creation of a national 
park in the highlands of the Hudson, 
says the New York Globe. 
Heretofore 
such park s have been brought into ex­ 
istence either for scenic or historic rea­ 
sons. but it is pointed out that both ar­ 
guments are equally applicable to the 
plan for the preservation under na­ 
tional control of the region in question, 
inasmuch as it is not only the ground 
of some of the most dram atic incidents 
of the Revolution, but it is pronounced 
by world travelers one of the most 
beautiful pieces of river scenery in ex­ 
istence. 
The project contemplates set­ 
ting aside as a government preserve 
about 122 square miles of the most 
rugged portion of the mountain region 
of the middle Hudson, extending from 
Cornwall to Jones Point on the west 
bank of the river and from Fishk ill tc 
Peek sk ill on the east side. 
Within this territory is included at 
present a large am ount of laud belong­ 
ing to the government, comprising the 
West Point reservation and Iona is 
land, which is a station of the navy 
■department. 
Most of the land is still 
in 
virgin 
condition, 
being 
heavily 
wooded, and practically none of it is 
.adapted to cultivation. 
The estates of 
several well k nown men lie within the 
territory, among them those of J. Pier- 
pont M organ and Jam es Stillman 
oe 
the west shore o£ the river and Stuy-! 
vesant Fish on the other side. 
Other 
prominent residents of the section are 
•General Charles F. Roe, John Bigelow 
and Professor II. F. Osborn. 
Only 
three villages—Highland Falls, G arri­ 
son and Cold Spring—lie within the 
area which it is proposed to form intc 
a ¡preserve, and a less num ber of per 
sons would be affected by the adoption 
of the plan than by the setting aside 
of any sim ilar area alm ost anyw here 
id the eastern states. 
While a considerable am ount of mon 
ey would be required to buy up all the 
land to be included within the t>r*^ 
pc-sed park , it would not be necessary 
te m ak e the purchase outright, in the 
opinion of Dr. E. L. Partridge of New 
Ytrk city, one of the men most prom 
ittcaitly identified with tlie plan. 
Ik 
an article which appeared ¡in the Out­ 
look presenting a plan for the « creation 
of-*a national preserve on the Hudson 
Dr. Partridge points out the method 
by .which this might be accomplished. 
“T he government should obtain.” he 
say*, “through condemnation proceed­ 
ings rights or easem ents iu « order tc 
preserve the essentials of a park while 
diminishing as little as possible the 
vali» : of land for villa, private park or 
smal farm purposes. 
A highland pre­ 
serve commission should be ‘Created 
along the lines of sim ilar bodies, and 
to tl* engineer and proper officers of 
this commission there should be given 
full authority to prevent the ruthless 
cutting.:« of tim ber which is liable to be 
of a character to affect the beauty of 
the preserve, and throughout that part 
of the region which can be seen by 
travelers on the river the officers of the 
commission should have power to p re ­ 
vent the establishm ent of disfiguring 
and offensive Industries, such as qmir- 
tying 3M a business, iron work s or 
« chemical work s. 
“The control of the forestry should 
l» e intelligent, but reasonable. 
If of a 
proper character, 
destructive 
forest 
tires would be prevented and Lhe pos­ 
sible future advantage ol this region 
as a watershed would be preserved.” 
In the past most of the national 
paxk s have been created in the west, 
anti it is felt by the men behind the 
prevent movement that the west will* 
he willing to co-operate in securing 
this tone a t least for the east. 
As the 
Hudson valley is one of the greatest 
highways of tra^ej in the country, it 
is pointed out that the preservation of 
the highlands would be to the advan­ 
tage of the whole country and not 
merely to a small class or a restricted 
locality. 


San Francisco Scots to T ry New Game 
W ith Wooden Stones. 
Scots are a canny lot, the w'orld has 
alw ays realized, but a new' evidence of 
their canniness has been demonstrated 
by those men of the Land o’ Cak es 
who have made their homes in San 
Francisco, says the New' York Even­ 
ing Sun. 
These Scots have had one 
grievance since going to California, 
and that was that rarely was there ice 
there of sufficient quantity or quality 
to allow them their favorite sport ot 
curling.
